Tho Shoe and Lcal/ter Reporter, justly 


•crnarks that the introduction o£ labor- 
saving inachinory has boeu tho most 
•>otent cause of the changes that have 
jccn wrought in the shoo; manufaQtpre 
within, a tlecatlo. Tlio genius otinvont^ 
ors Inva devised iruploixicnts • for doing 
pretty much nil the work lliatisreqwrea 
iroin tho cutting to tho finishing.of. a 
shoe, and doing it so neatly that, tho in- 
experienced cannot distinguish, hand- 
work from machine-work, und tho.cx- 
jcricnccd know perfectly wall that tho 
'alter is for all practical purposes aa 
jood as tho former. The instrument^ 
Irst contrived for sowing leather wero 
.rutto and imperfect; there were so 
many liltlo dcfects-abput them that they 
were not regarded with favor, and did 
not do satisfactory service. But by de- 
grees tho faults havcvtieon so completely 
remedied that they do their work ad- 
mirably, until now three-quarters of 
tho handsomest shoes sold ill tho conn-; 
;ry aro put together by machinery. In 
;ho factories tho bands aro distributed, 
into "teams," each team constructing ft 
particular part of a shoe, many men 
:oiitributing in their several ways to its 
configuration. Of course the closest at- 
:ention has to bo given to all the details; 
t is essential that tho materials should 
jo selected wi;,h discriminating judg-) 
luent: that tho cutting should bo so skiil- 
:ully done that thcro rnay.be no waste of 
Stock on the one hand, and no inferior 
material used on tho other.
